WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 — (UP) 


—The United States, in the inter- 
est of maintaining peace in the 
Western Hemisphere, is now con- 
fidentially sounding leading Latin 
American nations on a sweeping 
draft convention of neutrality to 
outlaw unofficial wars and block 
credits to belligerents. 


The text of the proposed draft 


convention was given in confidence 
informally to various diplomatic 
envoys here for transmission to 
their respective governments for 
study and observations before the 
nter-American peace conference 


"convenes at 
Buenos Aires on 


Dec. 1. 


In essence it seeks to modern- 


ize the peace machinery of the 
Western hemisphere,

Unofficial War OutUned 


It would first pledge the nations 


to the principle of pacific settle- 
ment of disputes. In case such 
principles fail it would bind those 
nations not to "commence hostili- 
ties without a previous and un- 
equivocal" declaration of war with 
reasons given or an' "ultimatum 
with a conditional declaration of 
war." Unofficial wars among sig- 
natories would thereby be out- 
lawed. 


Although the purpose 
of 
the 


draft convention primarily paral- 
lels the League of Nation's, cog- 
nizance is taken of the fact that 
some of the probable signatories to 
this pact already are members of 
the league. An "escape clause" is 
provided to prevent conflict with 
league obligations. 


At the same time the proposed 


treaty was regarded as affording 
the league a model instrument for 
strengthening its own peace ma- 
ehinery which failed to function 
during the Italo-Ethiopian war. 


In case of hostilities without a 


declaration or ultimatum, neutral 
powers, under the terms of the 
draft treaty, would be free to de-

PARIS, Oct. 2 — (UP) — The 


French government published an 
official decree today devaluating 
the 
franc 
and 
reopening 
the 


Bourse. 


The decree, while devaluating 


the franc did not peg it at a defi- 
nite point. It will be held by an 
equalization fund at between 101 
and 103 to the pound and between 
20.50 and 20.75 to the dollar. 


The law revaluating the franc 


provided a gold content ranging 
between a maximum of 49 milli- 
grams and a minimum of 43 milli- 
grams compared with 65.5 milli- 
grams, the previous gold content. 


In terms of the U. S. dollar, 43 


milligrams would be equivalent to 
22.96 francs per dollar, while 49 
milligrams 
would 
equal 
20.15 


franca per dollar. 


So far the actual exchange rate 


between the two currencies haa not 
.been fixed, but the franc, momen- 
tarily will be allowed to find its 
level between the two points. 


After the decree was publishd, 


the Bank of France reduced its 
discount rate from five to three 
per cent. 
It had been raised to 


halt France's loss of gold. 


The Bourse reopened at noon, 


most actively. Some issues boomed 
but trading was handicapped by 
a dearth of offers. 


In the first half hour the dollar 


remained at 21.45 francs', and the 
British pound at 105.75.

Every day 
she would speed through the forest 
in pursuit of wild game. 
And I 


personally believe that this daily 
exercise was in good part respon- 
sible for the flexibility and lithe 
grace of her body. 


'When any woman permits her 


muscles and joints to become stiff 
and rigid, her movements general- 
ly are awkward and-^ gauche. Her 
body must be supple and limber, 
if she wishes her every movement 
to possess beauty and grace. Ex- 
ercise is the best way to achieve 
such flexibility. Indulge in some 
healthful aport each day, and also 
practice limbering exercises. Such 
exercises keep the body firm, lithe 
and in good condition. And they 
make the muscles of the entire 
body lithe and supple, thus induc- 
ing grace and (harmony of move- 
ment. 


Exercises That Aid 


Because limbering exercises are 


so helpful in developing physical 
grace, I shall describe a number of 
them that the average woman may 
practice at home. The following 
are particularly designed for the 
flexibility of the upper part of the 
body: 
j 


Stand erect, arms hanging loose- 


ly at the 'sides. Then shake the 
loosely hanging arms in a slightly 
circular, brisk motion, and at the 
same time move the arms slowly 
forward, upward, backward and 
then, down again. 


Stand erect, feet apart, arms 


raised overhead. Then bend to the 
left without moving the lower part 
of your body, and stretch your 
right side. Return to first position 
and repeat, bending to the right 
and stretching your left side. 


For giving the central and lower

East, 2-Spades; West, 3-Hearts, as 
he did not at all like either of part- 
ner's calls; East, 3-Spades, to hold 
bidding down where West could 
bid 3-No Trumps, in case he so de- 
sired; West, 3-No Trumps; East, 
4-Clubs. 
West now had an ex- 


cellent picture of partner's hold- 
ings, but he either had to bid 
4-Spades or shift to 5-CIubs. He 
decided to bid 4-Spades, ending the 
auction. 


The opening" lead was the Q of 


hearts. 
Dummy's Ace won. De- 


clarer let go his dangerous Q of 
diamonds.

On the opening heart lead de- 


clarer could have lot go his Q of 
diamonds, just as he ilirt when he 
F-iaycd the deal at spades. 
Two 


rounds of winning spades would 
have followed. Then both dummy 
and North would have been out of 
that suit. 
Dummy would have 


ruffed a low spade with the 30 of 
clubs, to prevent losing that trick, 
unless North could overruff with 
the K. The 6 of clubs would have 
been led from dummy, and the 9 
finessed. 
South's K would have 


won the first defensive trick, with 
a~ single spade trick coming to 
South, whenever he chose to take 
it, but East would have been able 
to make 5-CIubs, as readily as to 
make 4-Spades.

side of the body is and whether it 
varies?" asks a reader. 


Yea, we have some very accurate 


o b s ervations. 
The first were 
made over a 
hundred years 
ago by an 
A m e r i c a n 
army surgeon. 
It came about 
a c c i dentally, 
when the fa- 
mo u s Alexis 
St. Martin, the 
Canadian voy- 
ager, received 
the 
discharge 


of a musket in 
his 
abdomen: 


it blew away 


the skin and muscle from over the 
stomach and the anterior wall of 
his stomach. Under the treatment 
of the surgeon at the nearby Unit- 
ed States army post at Fort Maek- 
inac, Dr. William Beaumont, the 
wound healed, but left an opening 
from the outside into the stom- 
ach. 
Alexis was known as "the 


man with a lid to his stomach": 
his companions joked him about it, 
and he got into many brawls over 
his disfigurement. 
But Dr. Bcau- 


mont didn't joke him, he used him 
to make the first scientific study of 
digestion In the stomach. 


Among other things Beaumont 


took the temperature of Alexis' 
stomach by inserting a thermome- 
ter into the fistula. He wrote in 
his record: "The natural tempera- 
ture of the stomach is 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, that the temperature 
Is not elevated by the ingestion of 
food, that exercise elevates the 
temperature, and that sleep or rest 
in a recumbent position depresses 
it." The temperature of the stom- 
ach, however, was not the same all 
over, which might be expected, for 
If the bulb of the thermometer was 
thrust in as far as possible, the 
temperature at the pyloric end of 
the stomach was ncariv irn—r>u
